WRIGHT MAKE8 BEST FLIGHT. 


Orville Travels Seventy Miles, Stays 


Up Hour and Twenty Minutes, 


and Ascends to Altitude of 


280 Feet. 


WASHINGTON, 
July 
20.-Estab- 


llshlng a new record for aviation In 
America, 
Orville 
Wright, 
In 
the 


Wright aeroplane, late today at Fort 
Myer made a spectacular flight of 1 
hour 20 minutes and 45 seconds' dura- 
tion. 


The longest previous flight was of 


1 hour and 14 minutes, made by Mr. 
Wright at Fort Myer last fall. 


Several thousand people saw the 


most daring feat, of aviation yet ac- 
complished. 
The machine traveled 


shout seventy miles, It was estimated 
by Wilbur Wright, and at. one time 
during the flight the heighth attained 
was between 260 and 280 feet, exceed- 
ing the highest, point ever reached by 
a heavler-than-alr machine on this 
continent. 


The most wonderful part of the 


flight v.os the execution of three com- 
plete "figure S's." The machine start- 
ed at 0:20 o'clock. After traveling sev- 
eral hundred feet only about five feet 
from the ground, the aeroplane rose 
gradually to seventy-five feet, before 
making the first turn. 


RISES LIKE LARK. 


After passing the starting point, the 


avaltor sent the machine up on each 
turn to about 
150 feet, which was 


maintained until toward the end of 
the flight. 


When making a turn on the sixth 


round of the field the aeroplane began 
tilting perceptibly, but 
Mr. Wright 


brought It on an even keel before 
reaching the third turn. 


After he had been In the air half an 


hour, making a complete round of the 
Held each time. Mr. Wright maneu- 
vered the machine through several 
short circles, some not more than GOf 
foot In diameter. 


After circling the 
field 
fifty-four 


times the machine started cutting f* 
figure 8, much to the delight of the 
crowd. Tho aviator started to make a 
showing in regard to height. 


NEW HEIGHT ATTAINED. 


. .The aeroplane rose on each lap until 
it was betweeen 260 and 280 feet In the 
air. At this altitude the machine flew 
half a, dozen rounds and the gradual- 
ly descended.

We >lo know that much, which we call 
•in, our fathers knew not as such. 
History, both sacred and 
profane, 


'shows that the standard of morality 
has been a progressive, growing thing. 


The man of God, who found that 


his nip" of toddy helped him to under- 
stand and expound God's word saw 
nothing but virtue in the liquor, and 
his friends and neighbors saw noth- 
ing inconslstant in his act. 


King David was not censured by his 


people for the murder of Uriah, the 
Hittite, nor for the adultery with Bath- 
sheba, Uriah's wife, but was rather 
commended, in that he indulged so 
little in that sort of amusement, while 
to us, it is a matter of profound amaze- 
ment that the same man who con- 
spired this devilish thing could have 
praye'l, "Let the words of my mouth, 
and the meditation of my heart, be 
acceptable In thy sight, O Lord, my 
strength, and my redeemer." 


In this article, Ignoring the Bible 


tradition, I want to show that our 
conception of sin has always been and 
Is the evidence of the development of 
the human race. 


The primal man must have been 


simply a "bump of aquisitiveness." He 
knew 'neither good nor evil and what 
' seemed pleasing to him he reached 
for and took. 


If it were good, well; if otherwise, 


he learned that it was unwise to 
gratify himself in that direction. 


So, 
eventually, 
the 
inexpedient 


thing became to him, sin, and we have 
continued to discover the Inexpedient 
and classify it as.sin. 


In the course of development, we 


have come to recognize the thing that 
la inexpedient, from 
a community 


standpoint, 
and 
are 
learning 
to 


avoid that which is harmful to so- 
ciety at large. 


Likewise, the primeval man discov- 


ered and classified good for himself, 
and as we have grown, we have 
learned to "covet earnestly, the best 
gifts." 


The point I wish to emphasize is 


that the development of both good and 
•evil character springs from one com- 
mon Instinct—selfishness is the root 
of both good and evil; the difference 
lies in the direction of action. 


The Bible declares that God is "of 


purer eyes than to behold 'evil.,, It 
also states, "behold I create evil." 


While thase statements appear to 


clash, in reality they do not. God 
created in us the instinct of aquisi- 
tion, and expects us to learn in this 
school of experience, what to acquire 
—'in what direction to grow. 


What we call sin is not sin to God 


but merely the evidence of backward- 
ness in the school of life. In this 
sense, God does not behold evil, be- 
cause It does not exist, In his Infinite 
perspective, while what is sin (or em- 
nity toward God), in our short vision, 
God has created in His omniscient 
wisdom. 


The common belief concerning the 


origin and substance of sin, is utterly 
incompatible with the 
idea of an 


Omnipotent, Omniscient and Omni- 
present God, unless we believe God to 
be a iiend. 


The doctrine of free moral agency 


does 
not 
overcome this 
difficulty, 


for even though man and Satan were 
created free moral agents, neverthe- 
less, the free moral agent must have 
been created with a predisposition to 
disobey, otherwise it never 
would 


have occurred to him, to do so. 


Thus the orthodox belief in sin is 


not consonant with the belief in a 
good and holy Creator, who Is also 
Omnipotent, Omniscient and 
Omni- 


present. 


In God's economy there is no loss, 


no waste; be sure therefore, that his 
greatest creation, the immortal soul, 
is never lost. 


For some reason. He has placed us 


here to learn the lesson of Life, and 
our experiences here, yea, our sins, 
and their effect upon us, are "school- 
masters to bring us to Christ." 


The lesson we must learn- shall we 


learn 
it 
willingly, 
cheerfully, 
or 


through much tribulation?

and weighs H.985 pounds. It was put 
In place on Dec. '2, 18»Kl. The head Is 
thrown back and adoruetl with eagle's 
beak and plumes. The right hand rest* 
on u sword, and the left holds an olive 
branch and a shield. Tho mantle is 
gracefully draped ami Is hold by a 
brooch bearing "U. S." on Its face. The

with stars.

He debated 
with his confrere* In Ffotence thu 
question of the origin of the maggots 
appearing In decomposing meat, Tlrer 
old view hold, of course, that the mag- 
gots were bred within dead nn»l putre- 
fying HUbstanccH. I{cdt, taking n piece- 
of meat, covered the mouth of the Jar 
In which It was contained 'with a' piece- 
of flno gauze. He beheld the llesh Hies,, 
attracted by the smell of the decaying 
meat, coming to deposit th"lr «.>ggH, aft- 
er the manner of their kind, In the de- 
composing substance. The gauze, how- 
ever, kept them from effecting this 
natural object, with the result that the 
eggs wore laid on the surface of the 
gauze and the maggots there hatched 
out, while the difcuy of the meat went 
on uninterruptedly without a single 
maggot appearing In Its substance. 


On this childishly simple experiment 


the great fabric of the germ theory of 
today was founded, for If the law of 
universal parentage applied to the case 
of maggots and meat It was clear, ar- 
gued Hcdl, that It must apply univer- 
sally. 
Subsequent 
experimentation 


proved the words to be true, and so to- 
day, when our attention Is focused upon 
gt;rms or microbes so minute that we 
might accommodate many hundreds of 
thousands of them on the surface of a 
postage stnrnp, we ngaln come face to 
face with Ucdl's first principle that 
ouch germ could only have sprung 
from a preceding and parental organ- 
lsm.--Brooklyn Knglc.

MUST BE HONEST. 


New Law Makes It a Crime to Mis- 


represent In Any Advertising. 


Merchants are liable to be prose- 


cuted If care is not taken In the word- 
ing of their advertisements. 
Under 


the act passed recently by the state 
legislature all vendors are punishable 
for a misdemeanor If either Innocent- 
ly or knowingly publish misleading 
statements regarding 
the price or 


quality of the goods, or making any 
other assertion which Is liable to mis- 
lead the public. 


The act was Intended to prevent the 


advertising of many fake fire and re- 
duction sales which are conducted con- 
stantly by many stores in the larger 
cities. Mere puffing of goods does 
not come within the wording of the 
net, but the merchants must use dis- 
cretion in making the distinction be- 
tween mere "puffing" and what the 
courts would determine as misleading 
statements. 


For example, one can still write 


with impunity that he is carrying the 
best stock of certain goods in the 
country, or that he is giving the best 
'values for the money. But, Mr. Mer- 
chant, beware of general statements. 
Put in facts and figures as much as 
you please, so long as you live up to 
what you say. It is possible to ad- 
vertise a fire sale, so long as it is a 
legitimate one. 
A general reduction 


sale of 25 per cent on "all goods" 
must be lived up to the letter. 
If 


any line of goods is to be excepted 
from the sale, those exceptions must 
be so stated in the advertising or the 
court will adjudge such 
statement 


"misleading." 


This act passed by the state legis- 


lature on April 22, is a corollary of the 
desire of our legislators to further 
protect the public. 


The new law, which is entitled, 


"An act to prevent false and incorrect 
representations 
and 
advertisements 


concerning articles offered for sale," 
is as follows: 


"Any firm, person, corporation, or 


association of persons, of any em- 
ploye of such, or any of such, who in 
the newspapers or other periodicals 
of this state or in public advertise- 
ments or in communications intended 
for a large number of persons, know- 
ingly makes 
or 
> disseminates 
any 


statements or assertions of facts with 
respect to his, its or their business 
affairs, concerning the quantity, the 
quality, the value, the price, the 
method 
of production 
or manufac- 


ture, or the fixing of the price of his, 
its or their merchandise or profess- 
ional work, the possession of awards, 
prizes or distinctions, or the motive or 
purpose of a s^le, intended to have 
the appearance of an advantageous 
offer, which is or are untrue, or cal- 


. culated to mislead, shall be guilty ot 


a misdemeanor." 


The penalty for the offense may be 


a maximum sentence of 90 days' im- 
prisonment or $500 fine. 


READY TO BEGIN SALE. 


E. J. Baldwin Estste to be Sold at Low 


Prices, Says Executor Unruh. 


Before another week has passed, 


definite notion will have been taken 
towards the platting and subdividing 
of the vast estate of the late E. J. 
(Lucky) Baldwin preparatory to be- 
ginning the actual campaign for the 
sale of his large realty hcld'tigs. The 
appraisement is now about complete 
and unless something unforseen arises, 
the appraisers will file their report 
within the next four or flve days. 


"I have been so busy with the ap- 


praisement and other matters con- 
nected with the estate, that I have 
been unable to attend to the platting 
of the land and the issuing of maps 
so as to go ahead with the sale of 
the property," said H. A. Unruh, ex- 
cutor of the estate. "The appraise- 
ment should be completed this week. 
It will take a day or two to put the 
report into shape and it will then be 
filed. After that I will devote my time 
to the platting of the land and to the 
sellin.? of it." 


More than 10,000 acres of land are 


to be sold. The only portion of the 
vast estate to be reserved 
is the 


anvil shaped piece between the Pacific 
Electric and the Santa Fe lines near 
Monrovia. This is the home place 
and will not be for sale. In the sale- 
able l'-jt, will be the great stretch of 
oak covered land at Monrovia along 
White Oak avenue, extending as far 
north as Sierra Madre. There will be 
the large acreage lying south of Mon- 
rovia, stretching beyond El Monte. 


The Covina and Puente land includ- 


es the richest land in Southern Cali- 
fornia that has not always been sub- 
divided. 


Preparing this land for sale will 


be a big Job. To date, Mr. Unruh has 
not had the time to take prospective 
purchasers over the land and he has 
made no effort to find purchasers, but 
despite this, offers have come to him 
totaling nearly a million dollars, for 
various parcels of the estate. Practi- 
cally all of the land will have to be 
surveyed and arrangements must nec- 
cessarily be made for streets. At- 
tending to the surveying, platting, 
and selling will be Mr. Unruh's next 
duty after the filing of the appraise 
ment and the selling promises to bring 
renewed activity in realty throughout 
this entire section of the state. 


Assurance is given that the prices 


to be asked for the land will not 
be unreasonable, in fact they will be 
cheap. When the late "Lucky" Bald 
win was alive it was practically Im- 
possible to buy any of the land. 
If 


he was offered $5,000 for' a tract, he 
would say it was worth $6,000 and ,if 
$6,000 was offered, the price would be 
raised to $7,000 and so on. Under the 
present regime there will be a differ- 
ent condition of affairs. 


"I expect, in some instances, to sell 


the iand at less than its 
market 


value," said Mr. Unruh. '|I want to 
get things moving and to have them 
move fast."
